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HOLDING THEIR TRADE.

How Many Cities Look After Freight

Rates and Protect Their

Industries.

The value of the freight-rat- e ex-

pert to the larger cities is conceded.
Few of the big business centers get
along without a traffic organization
and several of them like St. Louis,
consider traffic, bureaus of such ad-
vantage that they maintain two full-fledg- ed

ones. A traffic bureau pays,
in increased trade as well as in in-

creased harmony between the rail-
roads and the shippers. Having had
experience on both sides of the fence
the rate expert acts as a buffer be-
tween the contending parties, moder-
ating and deflecting the shocks from
either side. And if expert knowl-
edge in traffic matters is of value to
the favored large center, it is of still
greater benefit to the aspiring small
city. Being continually on the defen-
sive against the aggression of its
grown-u- p, greedy rivals, the small
city needs all the technical rate
knowledge" it can get to hold Its own,
to make the most of its resources
and opportunities.

It was a strong and active traffie
bureau that enabled Stockton, a citj
of 30,000 inhabitants seventy miles
inland of San Francisco on the San
Ioaquin river, to take advantage of
opening left by San Francisco and
Los Angeles in their squabble over
the San Joaquin trade." Stockton
was nearer to the valley than either
of the contending parties. On the
broad and deep San Joquain there
was water competition, but without
a traffic bureau to play the trumps

not have obtained had it relied upon

pensive action. , In' the meantime,
the fight of the big cities and the
success of the small ones in gaining
rate advantages stimulated Fresno
and Bakerfield, the two largest
towns in the valley, into 'action.'
Both of them have organized traffic
bureaus and are preparing to use
the'r.ew weapon in carving out a
slice of the trade for themselves!--

AGAINST STREET DUST.

C;Iciua Chloride Is Used Effectively

in Kankakee Luteal of 0.1 for

Sp: inkling.

(From the Kankakee, 111., Gazette.)

The local newspaper mea were
taken over the streets recently treat-
ed with calcium clioloride-- , Saturday
morning. West station street was
visited, where about four blocks had
been treated Wednesday. The dust
had not been very heavy on this
street and the results were - most
satisfactorily. . The roadway was
packing into a hard miss and no dust
could be raised. Where wheels have
traveled the loose dirt was packing
into a hard surface.

In other localities, treated with the
chemical . the surface of the street
was even muddy, the appl cation hav-

ing been more recent and possibly too
liberal.

From present indications the chlor-
ide treatment is a success. All of
the disadvantages urged against o"l

or water sprinkling seem to be obvia-
ted by the new chemical.

The chloride is - applied with a
broadcast seeder and in a short time
begins to take the moist er from the
air, appearing the first few hours as
though it had been Tghtl sprinkled
with water. A longer exposure and
small pools of water5 can be found.
Later the roadr.-a- y surface packs into
a hard mass and 'there is a ideal road-
way.

The expense per blcck is no heavier
than oiling, $24 for the long blocks
and $26 for the shorter ones.

Bought Cheap and Will Fill

all the Reauire

ments.

After unavoidable delay, ' garbage
cans can now be obtained at the
hardware stores.

The city by inactment, makes it un-
lawful for any one or more of the
following unsanitary disease-causin- g

conditions to exist within its limits,
'v' ich I desire now that even-- c tizen
of Plymouth should carefully heed:

1. Animal manure in any quantity
which is not securely protected from
flies.

2. Privies, vaults," cesspools, pits or
like places which are not securely
protected from flies.

3. Garbage, which is not securely
protected from flies.

Trash,litter, rags or anything what-
soever in which flies breed or mul-
tiply.

Nothing of the above is to be left,
in the open. Anirral manrr? must be
removed frenuentlv and i.- - I.vriv or
else kept in a fly-tig!- it

' to be re
moved when full. '. .es. vaults,
etc., must be kept fl- - ,ht bv using
every precautionand screening the
doors and windows if necessary.
Garbage must be kept in some water-
tight receptacle and covered fly-tig- ht

and the contents removed regularly.
A galvanized Iron, tight covered re-

ceptacle, such as Mr. Soice now fur-

nishes, is much cheaper and better
than a tight barrel or tub and will
last longer. Some neat, careful
housekeepers, who live plainly and
make but little garbage, manage to
separate tht water from their gar-

bage and pour the water into the
sewer, and burn the residue. Such
householders need no receptacle.

Now that the public have been duly
notified and have had opportunity to
be prepared for these thin??, the
health authorities wish to give final
notice, that if any one or more of the
above mentioned unsanitary condi-

tions come to the knowledge of the
health department, the health officer,
who has sworn to do his dutv: but is
subject to a like fine with other vio-

lators of the law, if he docs not; has
other recourse but to turn the mat-

ter over to the executors of the law
as his final duty which he firmly
proposes to o in any and all cases.

SEEK PERJURY EVIDENCE

John H. Marble Collecting Same
for Lorimer Probers.

Sev Ordeal for Witnesses to be
Called Befoc$ Committee

Is Probable.

Chlcapo, July 7. Merciless cross-examinatio- n,

fortified by a substantial
menace of perjury prosecutions before
a District of Columbia court, is to be
the fate of vsitnesses in the Lorimer
scandal who will be summoned before
the senate committee in Washington
at the resumption of hearings, next
Thursday.

John H. Marble has been conduct-
ing a series of inquiries which are
meant to prepare him to conduct the
gross-examinati- on of White, Becke-meye- r,

Holstlaw. Browne, Procerick,
Wilton and the rest. The ordeal
which is being prepared for al! theSe
witnesses, it was learned, will be far
more trjing than anything they have
had to face before.

Mr. Marble is a skilled inrestigator
and has been absorbing all the infor-
mation he could get concerning poiltl-ca- l

conditions during the Springfield
deadlock. Ho will conduct the exam-
ination of the witnesses, and it is re-
ported the district attorney in Wash-
ington will be asked to have a repre-
sentative present at the hearings in
order to take prompt action n case
perjury indictments are needed on
quick not'ee.

Study of the record of the former
investigation is known to have con-
vinced two members of the Investi-
gating committee that sufficient cause
for perjury prosecutions will exist if
witnesses repeat in Washington the
stories they told them in Chicago.

Senator John W. Kern of Indiana, a
member of the investigating commit-
tee, may visit Chicago before the re-
sumption of the hearings in order to
make inquiries which will aid him in
directing the examination of wit-
nesses. '

JOHNSON LOSES MOTION

Former Sassball Player John M. Ward
I Upheld.

New York, July 7. Byron-Bancrof- t

Johnson, who is better known as
"Ban" Johnson, president of the
Airerican Baseball league, lest a mo-
tion before Judge Hand In the United
States circuit court to set aside a ver-
dict of $1,000 grsnted John M. Ward,
a one-tim- e baseball player.

Ward is now practicing law. He
sued Johnson last May in the United
States district court for slander. At
the trial it was testified that "Ban-Johns- on

called Ward a "trickster" and
a menace to organized baseball. The
slander grew out of the contest for
the presidency of the National league
In 1909. Ward was a candidate, but
was defeated.
